Restriction 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 14-20, drawn to a method of modifying the physicochemical 
properties of the surface of the skin and or of the mucous membranes so 
as to reduce the adhesion of microorganisms, classified in class 424, 
subclass 401 . 

II. Claims 21-23, drawn to a method of treating comedones, dandruff, 
mycosis, acne and or reducing bad body odor and or for body hygiene 
health care, classified in class 514, subclass 852, 858 or 859. 

Ill Claim 24, drawn to a method of preparing a pharmaceutical composition 

Partially classified in class 524, subclass 310. 
IV. Claims 25-32, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition, classified in class 

510, subclass 475. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I are II related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as a 
method of modifying the physicochemical properties of the surface of the skin and or 
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mucous membranes such that microorganisms will not adhere to the skin and or 
mucous membranes. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .1 04. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. 

Inventions III and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the composition can be used to make another 
materially different product. 

Inventions IV and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
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as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using the product, such as 
an emollient. 

Inventions IV and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using the product, such as a 
surfactant. 

Election of Species 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

disodium cocoamphodiacetate, oxyethylenated glyceryl cocoate, a ricinoleic 
monoethanolamide monosulphosuccinate salt, oxyethylenated hydrogenated ricinoleic 
triglyceride containing 60 ethylene units, a poloxamer, a polyacrylamide, PEG-20, 
hexadecenyl succinate, sesame oil, octoxyglyceryl palmitate, octoxyglyceryl behenate, 
dioctyl adipate, PEG-1 5 stearyl ether, apricot stone oil and tartrate of a branched C12- 
C13dialcohol. 

The species are patentably distinct because the species do not overlap in scope 
and the species as claimed are not obvious variants 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
